HUNDREDS OF PEOPLE 
WITNESSED THE HUNT 


Children 
Were 
Div ided 
Into 
Th#ee Groups and 1,850 Eggs 
Were Hidden for Them 


A crowd of children, estimated 
at 2,000 assembled at Memorial 
park this morning to take part 
in the first annu al Easter Egg 
hu nt, as sponsored by the Amer­ 
ican Legion and Veterans of For­ 
eign Wars posts of this city . 
The ev ent was one of the big­ 
gest things u ndertaken here in 
a long time, and a few minu tes 
after ten o’clock the 
children 
were tu rned loose in the park to 
hu nt for the 1,800 hidden eggs. 
The children were all lined u p 
on Park Bou lev ard, and placed 
in grou ps. The little tots below 
si x y ears of age weie placed in 
cne div ision. Then in 
another 
grou p were those between 
six 
and eight, and in the third grou p 
were those from eight to ten. 
The children were lined u p in 
pairs, and the long lines were 
marched into the park at differ­ 
ent places. Hi-Y boy s were 
on 
hand to keep the v ariou s grou ps 
separated. The little tots had the 
sou th part of 
Memorial 
park, 
ju st below the band stand. The 
griddle sized grou p had the sec­ 
tion from the band stand north 
to the cabin, while the 
larger 
grou p was giv en 
the 
portion 
north of the cabin. 
All were tu rned loose at once, 
and a wil'd hu nt for eggs ensu ed. 
The eggs were widely scattered 
ov er the large areas giv en 
to 
each grou p. It v ?as qu ite a sight 
to see the children as they made 
their dash for eggs. Some carried 
bu ckets, some paper sacks, oth­ 
ers large baskets and others de­ 
pended u pon their pockets 
to 
hold their eggs. 
After perm itting the children 
to search for a half hou r, 
all 
were called in, and they were 
again lined u p as they had start­ 
ed, and each child was sent to 
a check u p committee where the 
eggs were cou nted and the spe­ 
cial Prizes for white 
sav cn to 
each child who had fou nd them. 
The closing featu re of the egg 
» 
hu nt was the tu rning loose of 
two white rabbits and another 
scramble followed for possession 
of the Easter bu nny . 
In addition to the estimated 
2,000 children, most of them 
were accompanied by their par­ 
ents, and u nu su al interest was 
shown 
in the 
ev eAt, 
which 
promises to be a bigger and bet­ 
ter attraction each y ear.

The col­ 
lection of some $5,000 in delin­ 
quent tax es has been the pro­ 
blem confronting Howard 
Ew- 
bank, the cou tny treasu rer. 
The treasu rer is au thorized to 
call the state tax collector in 
and to sell property to pay for 
such delinqu encies. In Marion 
county , the cou nty treasu rer has 
a half million dollars to collect 
in delinquent tax es and has re­ 
solv ed to u$e cou rt action to en­ 
force pay ment. 
A law passed by the 1927 legis­ 
latu re 
au thorizes 
the 
cou nty 
treasu rer to 
bring 
civ il 
su it 
against the delinqu ent. 
Under 
this act the prosecu ting attorney 
receiv es 10 percent of all collect­ 
ed tax es and a $10 fee. The treas 
u rer receiv es 25 percent. When 
the delinqu ency is paid withou t 
court adtion, the treasu rer 
re­ 
ceiv es but 10 percent 
and the 
f prosecutor nothing.

A crowd of children, estimated 


at 2,000 assembled at Memorial 
park this morning to take part 
in the first annual Easter Egg 
hunt, as sponsored by the Amer- 
ican Legion and Veterans of For- 
eign Wars posts of this city.

Re- 
vision by the state tax board ai- 
sp is provided for where ten or 
more tax payers ask for such 
action. The board has power ui 
paprve, modify or disapprove 
the amount of bonds,' and the 
interest rates and terms. It can- 
not, however, make increases.

The topic of this lesson for 


young people and adults differs 
a little from the lesson's gener- 
al title. It is "Our Grounds of 
Hope for the Future." Do we not 
inevitably consider the Christian 
life from that standpoint?

never consider the matter at all, 
but with most of, either in the 
back of our minds or in the very

hope or dogmatic assurance. The 
fact that the future life is a 
part of the creed or faith which 
they formally profess settles the 
matter for them. But

grounds of faith. They are not 
satisfied simply with the 'as- 
surance of someone else. They 
wish really to find evidence for 
the future life, and much of this 
evidence centers around 
the 


uestion of the Resurrection of 
esus.

no inducement will be required. It. will come if 
assured of the proper kind of treatment. 


Any community can obtain any reasonable 


goal with the right attitude on the part of its 
citizens and hearty cooperation of everyone. 


WHAT PRICE BEAUTY! 


The annual 
cold-cream bill of American 


women between the ages of 15 and 75 totals ap^ 
proximately $300,000,000, according to a survey

spectacular than those elsewhere, draw the most 
attention and make us forget that other cities 
have conditions equally bad, or even worse, in 
proportion to their size. Let us liope that pub- 
lication of these figures will help jar all the cities 
involved into taking drastic measures to correct 
conditions.

Before taking up the history 


of one. of Indiana's most noted 
pioneervministers, I will correct 
a statement-recently made, thai 
it was not Frank Abercrombie 
(deceased), who discovered the 
secret of' preventing the 
ac-

Mr. John H. Spurrier informs 


me that the discovery was made 
by Frank Decker and > himself 
who worked for him before Mr 
Abercormbie bought the jev/elry 
store.

But to out subject. Rev. James 


Havens, whoss numerous pro- 
geny, are still found' in Rush 
county,, was born in 
Macon 


county, Kentucky, in 1791. He 
was the son of John Havens 
who was a member of no church 
and his mother was 
Nancy 


Parker, daughter -of a' dis- 
tinguished Baptist preacher. 


She died while James was 


quite young and his 
remem- 


brance of her was very indis- 
tinct. When he was fourteen 
years of age, his father married 
again and soon after, with 
an 


older brother, he emigrated to 
Ohio. There he joined church 
and a great desire to return to 
his old home came over him and 
he. soon afterward did return 
and was gladly^ welcomed by his 
old friends, who rather scoffec 
at his~religious pretentions. 


Most of those friends 
were 


Baptists, and the doctrine 
of 


pardon and forgiveness of sins 
was to .them a new doctrirje 
Time passed and in 1811, he was 
licensed to preach and 
the 


same year was married to Anna 
Higglebothem. 


In 1812 he returned to Ohio 


and joined the Cfiilicothe con- 
ference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church. He was a young 
man, untried and practically 
unknown, but he was assigned 
to the Deer Creek circuit, which 
embraced Brown, Ripley anc 
part of Adams and Highland 
couties, Ohio. He traveled on 
horseback and on foot over his 
circuit, filling Kis appointments 
as did so many of the pioneer 
ministers. 


Of medium height, with" a 


powerful 
muscular frame, a 


strong, clear and distinct voice 
and of the nervous . sanguine 
type, he was well fitted for the 
exposure and hardships of pio- 
neer life. Much of his hardship 
and exposure was borne by ,his 
wife, who, as himself was blest 
with a strong rugged constitu- 
tion. 


His greatest 
characteristic 


was said to be his sound com- 
mon sense. His ability to read 
his audience prevented him from 
"Throwing pearls before swine, 
and yet did not prevent him 
from hurling the terrors of the 
Word at old sinners. 


He guarded against offensive 


language and recognized the 
fact, that i young blood, did not 
flow in old veins, a thought 
overlooked today by too many. 
Perhaps no man in his day, was 
a 
more 
powerful 
factor in 


spreading morality, 
education 


and religion, throughout 
Indi- 


ana, -than was Father Havens. 


His moral and physical cour- 


age, though often tested, never 
quailed before danger. He lived 
to see the wilderness subdued 
and cleared and the haunts, of- 
. the savage man and beast, be- 
come the habitation of a civi- 
lized race. 


In his day a preacher could 


help roll logs on Monday, fight 
Indians the next day and on 
Sunday ride horseback, or walk 
thirty miles to fill an 
appoint- 


ment. He 
professed no elo- 


quence, but his plain common 
sense sermons suited his hear- 
ers, yet I cannot refrain from 
copying an extract from one of 
his sermons on, -The Infidel and 
Unbeliever."
